With a PREFACE, NOTES, and REFERENCES, 


By the GENTLEMAN of the INNER-TEMPLE, 
Who Abſtracted the PrINCiPaL ACTS of the Year 1779. 
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X HE great demand for the Ab- 
ſtract of the important Acts of 
Paſtkment paſſed ' in the Seſſion of 


the year 1779, induced the Compiler 


of them to repeat his endeavours to 
ſatisfy the Public in like manner with 
thoſe of the Seſſion of 1180; among 
which will be found many equally im- 
portant with thoſe of the preceding 
Seſſion; eſpecially ſuch as contain the 
additional Duties on Advertiſements, 
Legacies, Malt, Wine, Spirits, on Li- 
cences for Travelling, and dealing in 
Tea, Coffee, or Chocolate. | 
It is with great deference ſubmitted 


to thoſe whom it may concern, whe- 


ther the plan upon which the Poſt 


Horſe and Carriage Act is framed, is

not ſomewhat deficient, f in not con- 
fining the tax on poſt- chaiſes to eleven- 
pence a mile; for ſuch is the inor- 
dinate avarice and love of gain in Inn- 
keepers, that when a tax is laid upon 
them, or their dealings, they are {ure 
not only to ſaddle their oom with 
the tax, 755 alſo to add ſome very con- 
ſiderable advantages to themſelves. 

Inſtead of eleven- pence, the Public 
now pays one ſhilling per mile; by 
which exorbitant impoſition the "Inns 
keeper puts what is equal to fifty per 
cent. into his own pocket, and al gns 
the very tax, which the Public lie- 
wiſe pays, as his reaſon for ſo doing. 
May not ſuch a procedure be juſtly 
conſidered as the higheſt pitch * ef- 
frontery, to uſe no harſher term, in 
theſe gentry ? 

The Proprietors of the e endes 
act upon a very ſimilar principle; for 
if Parliament lays a tax which in the 
leaſt affects them or their intereſt, they 
inſtantly raiſe their demands in equal 
proportion to the additional prices im- 
poſed by the owners of poſt-chaiſes. 

If the Act had reſtricted the tax on 
poſt-chaiſes and pair to cleven-pence a 


mile,

mile, and the ſtage-carriages to a cer 
tain price, the traveller would not 
have been ſubject to thoſe impoſitions. - 
Tt may perhaps be obſerved, in anſwer 
to the objection, that the inn-keepers 
would combine together not to uſe 
their carriages at all: but it is ſo 
well known, that it can be made 
appear from pretty good authority, 
that the profits of thoſe gentry are too 
conſiderable for them to think of giving 
up the advantages of ſo lucrative an 
employment, 
The emoluments on poſt-chaiſes are 
without doubt very great, though to 
my no {mall ſurprize, not ſo great as 
the ſtages are to the Proprietors; for 
I have been moſt credibly infos; 
that a certain Coach-maſter cleceed 
by one coach only upwards of two 
thouſand pounds a- year, allowing him 
to keep fifty horſes upon the road, at 
two ſhillings and ſix-pence ahead per 
day, and allowing him alſo two hun- 
dred pounds a-year for horſe-fleſh, and 
two new carriages annually, I mould 
not believe it at firſt ; but ſuch proofs 
were laid before me, that I was con- 
vinced of the truth of the aſſertion P 
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and alſo that the income ariſing from 
running ſuch a carriage, exceeded an 
eſtate of three thouſand Ranges 7 
in London. 

I was further eee har ach 
a carriage was better than the eſtate of 
moſt Country Eſquires; and that the 
Dillies of this W gs when they 
run, were nearly as profitable; for 
above the ſum or one hundred and 
fixty pounds has been taken in little 
more than three weeks in ſummer; 
and as much, or more, has heen taken 
for the ſame in London. 

Therefore it ſeems that this E/quire 
Coach-maſter, and other Eſquires of 
the Whip in this kingdom, may very 
well, in my humble opinion, afford to 
pay an additional tax upon their car- 
riages, in order to deduct from their 
enormous profits a ſum at leaſt equal 
to the Land-Tax. Can any perſon 


think that ſuch an Eſquire would lay 


down his public ſtage- coach, becauſe 
he got only the trifling Gros of one 
thouſand ſix hundred pounds, inſtead 
of two thouſand pounds a- year ?

Thus 
his Lordſhip writes to his ſon in Letter ccelx. dated 
Lonaon, Dec. 27, 1765, Again: The Miniſters 
loſt the queſtion in the Houſe of Lords, whether 
to enforce the ex cution of Stamp Act in the Colo- 
nies pi et armis, by three ?” Again: ** The Stamp Act 
has proved a molt pernicious meaſure , for, whether 
it is repealed or not, which is ſtill very doubtful, 
it has given ſuch terror to the Americaus, that our 
trade with them will not be for ſome years what it 
uied to be. Great numbers of our manufacturers 
at home will be turned a-ſtarving for want of that

employment, which our very profitable trade to 
America found them; and hunger is always the 
cauſe of tumults and ſedition.“ Letter ccelxi. dated 
London, Feb. 11, 1766. Again : I will ſay nothing 
to you about American Aar, becauſe I have not 
pens, ink, or paper enough to give you an intelli- 
gible account of them; they have been the ſubjects 
of warm and acrimonious debates, both in the Lords 
and Commons, and in all companies.” Again: 
The repeal of the Stamp Act is at laſt carried 
through. I am glad of it, and gave my proxy for 
it, becauſe I ſaw many more inconvenicncies from 
the enforcin „than from the repealing it.” Let- 
ter ccelxii. dated London, March 17, 1766. I take 
leave to obferve, that this temporary ſtamp will 
Prove an eternal one of the untecling inhumanity, 
arbitrary diſpoſition, and weak policy of the Mo- 
ther Country to her own children ; and that not all 
the revenues of Great-Britain, no, not even in theſfe 
bleſſed times of univerſal taxation, will ever be able 
totally to efface the general diſſatisfaction, the na- 
tional diſcontent ariting from unuſual diſtreſs, or 
the indelible infamy with which American ſlaughter, 
deſolation, and ruin, have diſgraced the hiſtoric page 
of Old Englancg.

A 
wiſe Government, Mr. Speaker, will know where to 
yield, as well as where to reſiſt; and there is no 
ſurer mark of littleneſs of mind in an Adminiſtra- 
tion, than obſtinacy in trifles. Public wiſdom on 
ſome oc caſions, muſt condeſcend to give way to po- 
pular folly, eipecially in a Free Country, where the 
humour ot the people muſt be conſidered as atten- 
tively, as the humour of a King in an abſolute Mo- 
narchy. Under both forms of Government, a pru- 
dent and honeſt Miniſtry will indulge a ſmall folly, 
and will reſiſt a great one, Not to vouchſafe now 
and then a kind indulgence to the former, would 
diſcover an ignorance of human nature : not to re- 
fiſt the latter at all times, would be meanneſs and 
ſervility. Sir, Þ look on the Bill we are at preſeut 
debating, not as a ſacrifice made to popularity (for

where every body was eaſy. It is a gentle, a pru- 
dent, and a moderate meaſure, tending to quiet and.

The reaſons aſſigned by the Pro- 

teſtants in ſupport of the above allega- 
tions in their Petition were, that Pa- 
piſts were now encouraged to open 
Schools, and inſtruct the children of 
Proteſtants, the only Act in which 
they were by name prohibited, being 
repealed.
